OUR  NEW  SCHOOL 


yJld  ^rriah  School  Luoodbue 

In  March,  1939,  a  town  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Westwood  was 
held;  and  the  problem  of  a  new  school  was  discussed.  The  town  voted 
294-51  to  buy  an  11-acre  lot  on  the  corner  of  Nahatan  and  High  Streets. 
On  it  was  to  be  erected  a  school,  which  would  house  grades  seven 
through  twelve.  For  this  project,  the  sum  of  $180,000  was  appropriated. 

The  contract  was  given  to  August  Johnson,  Associates;  and  they 
were  to  complete  the  school  by  September,  1940.  However,  the  opening 
of  the  school  was  delayed  until  October  1  of  that  year.  Thus  was  com- 
pleted the  building  which  would,  in  its  day,  serve  as  a  house  of  learning 
for  seventeen  classes  of  Westwood 's  youth. 

We,  the  class  of  1957 ,  entered  the  school  in  September,  1953,  and 
there  spent  almost  three  and  one  half  of  our  four  high-school  years. 
Certainly  all  of  us  agree  that  in  that  school  most  of  our  memories  lie. 
In  that  school  we  were  given  our  foundation,  and  the  greater  part  of 
our  high-school  happiness  remains  there — the  building  from  which  we 
departed  on  December  17,  1956 — the  "old"  high  school.

First  official  plans  for  our  new  high  school  began  in  March,  1949, 
when  a  School  Building  Committee  was  formed  and  given  an  allowance 
of  $200  for  its  expenses. 

In  November,  1951,  the  Coletti  Brothers,  Architects,  were  em- 
ployed to  design  the  building  and  plan  construction.  Sites  had  to  be 
studied  and  selected;  twenty-two  acres  were  finally  purchased  on 
Nahatan  Street,  and  a  professional  building  consultant  was  employed. 
The  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Commission  had  to  grant  approval.  Co-operation  of  the  Town 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Finance  Committee  was  necessary;  collabora- 


Hon  among  the  Superintendent,  School  Committee,  Principal  and 
Faculty  was  required  to  define  the  needs,  room  by  room,  and  to  deter- 
mine the  type  of  furniture  and  equipment  desired. 

Town  opposition  delayed  final  approval  for  a  full  year,  and  addi- 
tional funds  beyond  the  original  $1,220,000  had  to  be  voted  up  to  a 
total  cost  of  $1,680,000. 

Ground  breaking  was  on  February  10,  1955.  The  cornerstone- 
laying  exercises  were  held  on  June  10,  1956,  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
Whittier  delivered  the  dedicatory  speech.  The  high-school  seniors 
entered  the  building  for  occupancy  on  December  17,  1956.  At  that 
time,  the  shop,  the  gymnasium,  the  music  room,  and  the  auditorium 
were  still  uncompleted. 

The  formal  dedication  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1957,  at  which 
time  the  building  was  open  to  the  public  for  inspection. 
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Separated  from  Dedham  on  April  2,  1897  .  .  Name  chosen  by  ballot  .  .  . 
Name  "Nahatan"  considered,  but  too  similar  to  Town  of  Nahant  ...  In  1899 
town  voted  to  make  contract  with  Dedham  Electric  Company  for  street  light- 
ing ...  In  1900  Norfolk  and  Western  Street  Railway  authorized  to  carry  U.  S. 
Mail  ...  In  1901  Howard  Colburn  donates  to  town  land  for  library  building  .  .  . 
In  1911  first  meeting  held  in  Town  Hall  ...  In  1930  the  Town  votes  to  make 
contract  with  Dedham  Water  Company  for  a  water  supply  for  Westwood  citi- 
zens and  for  fire  use  ...  In  1934  house  numbers  assigned  to  all  buildings  situated 
on  or  near  public  or  private  ways  ...  In  1942  new  high  school  turned  over  to 
town  .  .  .  Industry  and  business  once  flourished  in  Westwood  .  .  .  Early  in  the 
1800's  some  of  sugar  imported  from  West  Indies  ground,  refined,  and  put  into 
loaf  form  at  Dedham  Sugar  Refinery  on  what  is  now  Lee's  pond,  Summer 
Street  .  .  .  Section  around  Mill  and  Hartford  streets  was  manufacturing  dis- 
trict .  .  .  Glover's  Tool  Shop  on  Mill  Street  made  small  tools  .  .  .  Ben  H.  Tubbs 
&  Co,  iron  foundry  on  High  Street,  made  stoves  ...  In  1843  they  cast  the  iron 
fence  still  standing  around  Westwood  Cemetery  .  .  .  Was  oilcloth  factory  near 
Town  Hall  which  later  moved  to  Norwood  .  .  .  Warren  Covell  manufactured 
hoop  skirts  when  they  were  in  fashion  .  .  .  Ellis  and  Gay  spools  and  spooling 
cotton  factory  located  near  post  office  about  1838  .  .  .  Little  over  70  years  ago, 
milk  business  was  at  its  height  in  Westwood  .  .  .  450  gallons  daily  were  taken 
to  Boston  .  .  .  Wheelwright's  Estate,  Milk  and  Gay  Streets,  was  known  a  Stopper- 
ville  by  townfolk  .  .  .  Was  location  of  many  woolen  milk  stopper  factories  .  .  . 
First  school,  erected  at  corner  of  Clapboardtree  and  Milk  Streets  in  1732  by 
townspeople,  was  called  Fisher  School  .  .  .  Was  outgrowth  of  school  begun  in 
1717  .  .  .  Second  school,  Village  School,  was  built  a  few  hundred  feet  east  of 
what  is  now  Country  Store  on  High  Street  .  .  .  Third  school  built  in  early  1800's 
was  called  Walpole  Corner  School  or  Bubbling  Brook  School,  situated  at  corner 
of  High  and  North  Streets  ...  106  years  ago  Village  School  closed  .  .  .  New 
building  erected  on  spot  where  present  Colburn  School  stands  .  .  .  First  Colburn 
School  was  used  for  only  27  years  after  which  it  was  moved  across  street  to  be 
used  as  paint  shop  and  as  Town  Hall  until  present  Town  Hall  was  built  .  .  .
